This Gentleman goes on, and tells us, he 
has not a proper Hand to engage in deep 
Controverſies ; and the Truth of this (if we 
judge by the Men engag'd in the ſame Cauſe) 
will preſently appear, for he cannot pleaſe 
thoſe 6n his own Side of the Queſtion ; for 
ſumming up the Setiſe of his Lordſhip upon

true or falſe ; but having drawn Conſequen- 
ces at Random, would impoſe them upon 
the World, as naturally reſulting from his 
Lordſhip's Aſſert ions.

| not eaſily receive it; but if it be forc'd and 
ſtrain d, he readily reſents the Abuſe, and di- 
ſtruſts ever after thoſe whom he convicts in 
ſuch Inſtances.

Sir, as I have 
ſhewn you in what a diſingenuous Manner 


his Lordſhip has been treated before, I ſu- 


ſpe& whatever theſe Gentlemen tell me on 
their bare Word; though I muſt do this Au- 
thor the Juſtice to ſay, he was not the In- 
yentor of the Artifice before us; for Mr

What 
makes this unbandſome is, that the Convocati- 


on have been ſilent about all other Perſons 
who have done the like, tho' in more explicite

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Terms, elſe a very good Friend of yours 
(who I bave not heard has retracted his Prin- 
ciples) had fell equally under their Cenſure. 
Beſides, Sir, tis ſo generally known to be the 
Principle of moſt who cannot bear it from 
my Lord of Bangor, that I was ſurprized to 
find it made half the Charge of the Report. 
Nay, ſo evidently true is this, that Mr. Hil- 
liard cannot diſguiſe it, but ſays, © The Subje- 
* fon of the greateſt Kings and higheſt Poten- 
< zates, is given by God to our Bleſſed Saviour; 
which if he means any thing in this Place 
muſt be to the Church, that is, according to 
him, to the Governours of it; and this is 
Plain from the Inſtance he gives to enforce it: 
The Prieſts withſtood Uzziah the King, and ſaid 
ts him, it appertaineth not to thee, &c. So tha: 
you ſee, Sir, the Biſhop had reaſon to com- 
plain (tho it does not follow that therefore 
he has) even of the Convocation, who have 
paſſed by others guilty of the ſame Offence 
with which he is charged ; and in general to 
complain, ſeeing ſome of his Oppoſers pub- 
lickly preach what he is cenſured for by o- 
thers. 


Iſhallrake no notice of this Gentlemanꝭs tri- 
fling Explanation of thoſe plain Words, vi/ify, 
and uſe me as you pleaſe ; which he ſeems to 

C4 give 
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give, only to let the World know he was fo 
much concerned in the Lower Houſe of Con- 
yocation, as that he could acquaint us with 
how much Reſpe& to his Lordſhip's Epiſco- 
pal and Perſonal Character the Debate there 
was began and ended. I think I have ſhew'd 
you, Sir, that thoſe Words as uſed by the Bi- 
ſhop in his Anſwer could not poſſibly relate to 
the Convocation ; and ſball not therefore ſay 
any thing farther about that terrible Number of 
of Men, who never dye. 


But he comes now to give us the Reaſon 
of his Diſpleaſure, which is, that in the Bi- 
| ſhop's Preſervative, the Clergy are made Parties 

againſt the Government, who as his Phraſe is 
his Lordſbip has gone out of his Way to compel to 
come in. I believe Sir, 'twill appear upon the Ar- 
gument, that the Compulti ion offered to thoſe 
Perſpns by the Biſhop is not half ſo great» 
as the Violence done by this Gentleman's 
Witto the Text of Scripture.

The next Thing to be conſider d is, this 
Gentleman's candid Intimation, that his 
Lordſhip has weaken'd the preſent Eſtabliſh- 
ment. And thig indeed, would have been 
very ſurprizing, if Dr. Snape had not ſaid it 
before in the ſtrongeſt Terms. Thus theſe, | 
Perſons copy from one another; and repeat 
Abſurdities ſo often, that they hope they'll | 
be receiv'd. But let us hear his Reaſon for | 
this Intimation: Why, ſome Perſons ſubmir 
to the Government upon wrong Principles; 
and therefore to ſhew the Falſity of thoſe 
Principles, is to take away their Submiſſion. 
Is there only wrong Principles, Sir, one 
would readily ask, upon which we can ſub- 
mit to the preſent Eſtabliſhment, or are not 
the true Ones likely to have at leaſt an equal 
Influence? Would it ever be thought to 
weaken a Cauſe, to take away an Argument 
that cannot be defended; and give in its 
Room one that is demonſtrative ? If this 
Writer will ſay, his Lordſhip's Arguments 
are equally incluſive with ſome of thoſe he 
has mention'd, p. 37. I need not tell him 

who weakens the preſent Eſtabliſhment ; but 
if he'll allow they have more Weight, the 
Weakneſs will plainly lie in his Intimation. 
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As to his Lordſhip's Complaint, that if 
he had ſpaken theſe Acts which exclude Papiſts, 


he has a great deal of Reaſon to think he ſhould 
have experiencd much nore of Civility than he 


Has lately done; I think it fo far from being 
the Subject of Ridicule, as this Gentleman 


has made it; that the Truth of it is not to 
be doubted, if we conſider that profeſs d 
Nonjurors have writ violently againſt him, 
and that one of thoſe Opponents has not only 
renounc'd his Allegiance to King GEORGE,

The latter Part of this Title carry'd in it 
ſomething ſo extraordinary, that I was wil- 
ling to ſee what Obſervations you had made 
upon the Account the Lord Biſhop of Ban- 
gor has given of his intended Anſwer, which 
Account is only thus: The Anſwer 
which I am preparing to the REPRESEN-
